the newspaper must first be clearly 
ili'fmed arid undarsto-.d. 


A newspaper is different from any 


other publication, with a few excep- 
tions, bvcauHc it is a record, or should 
foe a record of facts, whereas maga- 
zines and books are for the most part 
fiction or expressions of personal opin- 
ions. U is the function of a news- 
pa|t«r to print the news whether it is 
pleasant or unpleasant. A newspaper 
should be n complete and accurate 
history oE current -events. A news- 
paper is not responsible for the crimes 
anil unpluusunt events which occur 
mill must be recorded, but it is re- 


sponsible for the manner in which the 
ovents are described. It is not the 
function of a newspaper to exploit un- 
| duly or emphasized crime, scandal 
| and divorce. Sensationalism is con- 
demned byvthe conscientious publish 
ev. Why ia it, then, that stores of 
criipe and immorality appear so fre- 
qupntly in reputable newspapers? 


In the first place a newspaper is ex- 


pected to print all the news, pleasant 
or otherwise. Right here the ques- 
tion as to what is news and what is 
not news must be considered. To be 
classed as news, an event must.be out 
of the ordinary or unusual in some 
particular. For instance, that fifty 
million men arose this morning, ate 
breakfast and went to work is not 
news. But .if one of the fifty million 
choked to death on a piece of toast, 


i that is news, though it is unpleasant.

news value. , Grime is out of the or- 
.dinary, theiei'oie, crijiuniil activities 
appear on the front page, wJiile the 
average man who never stoie a penny 
is nevei- mentioned.' The large ma- 
jority of people go through life with- 
out being- associated with scandal-or 
divorce proceedings, hencu events of 
this character are news. It is easy to 
understand,, therefore, that if a. paper 
is to be what it purports to be, a com- 
plete record oi current events, many 
of-the stories printed will be about 
crime, and^ other unpleasant events. 
A newspaper should not be condemned 
for printing all the news, provided it 
prints only the truth and does not 
deliberately exploit the sensation. 


It might be pointed out that in re- 


spect to; printing- stories of crime and 
immorality a newspaper should not be 
criticized as much as magazines and 
books. Whereas the paper merely re- 
cords actual events for the purpose of 
informing the public, fiction,writers 
describe imaginary crimes and immor- 
al actions for the sole purpose of en- 
tertaining the public. Even great 
writers 
sometimes 
are 
offensive. 


There are passages 
in Shakespeare, 


Balzac, De Maupassant and other im- 
mortal authors that are indecent and 
vulgar. 


Many seem to think that only news 


that is educational or uplifting should 
36 printed. But would suppression of 
anpleasant stories be for the best in- 
;ei-ests of the 
community? Many 


criminals have been caught because nl 
;he publicity given their cr.imes thru 
the columns of the press. Is it not in 
fact moral cowardice ,to avoid facts 
because they are unpleasant? Does 
not the publicity given events m the 
pape;1 aid in correcting the mistake 
made.? Is. not sin more effectively 
comtatted by'being exposed to the 


light of publicity than by being ob- 
.scyreil andjgnored in the darkness of 
^silence? 


To our mind the ideal newspaper is 


one which.- prints alJ the news but 
handles the unpleasant events in a 
way not to offend-a proper sense of 
decency nor to exploit crime or* im- 
morality in a. manner to exert a de- 
grading influence.
